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Preface 


The Weekly Coal Production (WCP) report provides 
weekly production estimates of U.S. cod by State, as 
well as supplementary data which are usually published 
twice a month. This week's Coal Exports and Imports 
Supplement contains annual as well as detailed monthly 
data on US. coal and coke exports and imports. The 
other supplement contains detailed monthly data cov- 
ering electric utility coal consumption, stocks, and re- 
ceipts (quantity and price). 

This publication is prepared by the Coal Division; Of- 
fice of Coal, Nuclear, Electric and Alternate Fuels; 
Energy Information Administration (El A) to fulfill its 
data collection and dissemination responsibilities as 


specified in the Federal Energy Administration Act of 
1974 (P.L. 93-275) as amended. Weekly Coal Production 
is intended for use by industry, press, State and local 
governments, and consumers. Other publications that

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U.S. coal production in the week ended July 22, 1989, 
as estimated by the Energy Information Administra- 
tion, totaled 17 million short tons, a 22 percent increase 
from the previous week, but 2 percent less than the 
comparable week in 1988. Production East of the Mis- 
sissippi totaled 10 million short tons compared to 7 
million short tons in the previous week, a 39 percent 
increase and approximately the same as thecompai-able 
period in 1988, 

The increase in production reflects the return to work 
on July 17 of most of the United Mine Workers of 
America (UMWA) miners following the 5-day work 
stoppage (memorial period") called the previous week. 
The UMWA left memorial periods standing in two dis- 
tricts covering northern West Virginia and parts of 
Ohio. 


As of July 21 , approximately 10 percent of the miners 
east of the Mississippi were involved in wildcat strikes. 
This number dropped to 2 percent on July 27. 

Negotiations between the Pittston Coal Group and the 
UMWA continued the week of July 24, 1989. Accord- 
ing to a Pittston representative, the negotiations were 
recessed the afternoon of July 27 and will resume on 
August 1. 


U.S. coal exports for the first five months of 1989 (Jan- 
uary through May) are over 20 percent greater (7 mil- 
lion short tons) than those for the comparable period 
of 1988, predominantly in response to higher demand 
from European metallurgical and steam coal markets.
